And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


Last week in this column we took 
a look at the first of two Con­ 
stitutional Amendments to be voted 
on April 22 This week we would 
like to take a look at the other one. 
The first dealt 
with the state 
retirement program and this 
second one deals with higher pay 
for our Legislators. 
Under proposed Amendment 
Number 
2, 
members 
of 
the 
Legislature would get a pay raise 
from $400 a month to $600 a month 
The amendment also provides 
for an increase in the per diem 
allowance from $12 a day for the 
first 
120 days of each regular 
session and 30 days of each special 
session to $30 for each day of each 
regular and special session. 
Currently, state representatives 
and senators are limited to $2 50 for 
every 25 miles they travel from 
their 
homes 
to 
Austin 
The 
proposed 
amendment 
would 
change 
this 
to 
reimburse 
legislators at the same mileage 
rate as all other state employees as 
set by law 
Proponents of the amendment 
argue that a legislator can no 
longer Ik1 considered a part-time 
official, and $4,800 a year is not 
adequate compensation 
for the 
time bt1 devotes to public duties. 
Those 
against 
the 
amendment 
contend 
that 
these 
inflation- 
plagued days are hardly the time to 
consider increasing the cost of 
government 
Those for the proposal also argue 
that raising the salaries to $7,200 a 
year would attract many qualified 
persons who are unable presently 
to make the financial sacrifices 
necessary to seek a seat in the 
Texas Legislature. Opponents 
the measure say that because 
high campaign costs, those without 
substantial financial resources will 
be discouraged from running 
away, regardless of the higher 
salary 
An argument for increasing the 
per diem allowance holds that the 
$12 a day authorized in i960 is 
hopelessly out of date, and that $30 
a day is easily justified by today's 
cost of living 
Opponents argue, however, that 
the 
$30 
a llo w a n c e 
with 
no 
limitation on the number of days it 
can 
be paid 
could result 
in 
slowing the legislative process, 
burdening the taxpayer with ever- 
higher government costs. 
There is little argument that 
legislators should get more than IO 
cents a mile for driving their cars 
to 
Austin 
However, 
opponents 
contend that the proposed change 
(presently set at 16 cents a mile) 
could be abused because there is no 
limit set on the number of trips a 
legislator could make to and from 
the capital, 
We hopi* all Texas voters will 
take the time to fam iliarize 
themselves with these proposed 
amendments and express their 
opinions at the polls on April 22.

Although the average an­ 
nual number of tornadoes 
reported has quadrupled in 
the past three decades, the 
number of tornado fatalities 
has been decreasing This is 
probably 
due 
to 
better 
methods of sighting tor­ 
nadoes, warning systems and 
advance preparation for 
tornadoes, notes Keese. 
Tornadoes usually travel 
southwest to northeast and 
stay on the ground about IO 
minutes Their forward speed 
is about 30 miles per hour but 
wind speeds in the funnel of a 
tornado get up to 300 miles 
per hour

There is also the chance 
that a leftover mixture of 
fertilizer and herbicide may 
be mistaken for fertilizer and 
used for that purpose.

And What Have You

Last week in this column we took 
a look at the first of two Con­ 
stitutional Amendments to be voted 
on April 22, This week we would 
like to take a look at the other one 
The first 
dealt with 
the 
state 
r e tir e m e n t 
p ro g ra m 
and 
this 
second one deals with higher pay 
for our Legislators. 
I rider proposed Am endm ent 
N u m b e r 
2. 
m e m b e r s 
of 
the 
Legislature would get a pay raise 
from $400 a month to $600 a month. 
I he amendment also provides 
tor an increase in the per diem 
allowance from $12 a day for the 
first 
120 days of each 
regular 
se s sio n and 30 days of each special 
session to $30 for each day of each 
regular and special session 
Currently, state representatives 
and senators are limited to $2.50 for 
every 25 m iles they travel from 
their 
hom es 
to 
Austin. 
The 
proposed 
a m e n d m e n t 
would 
ch a n g e 
this 
to 
r e im b u r s e 
legislators at the sam e mileage 
rate as all other state employees as 
set bv law. 
Proponents of the amendment 
argue that a legislator can no 
longer be considered a part-time 
official, and $4,800 a year is not 
adequate 
compensation 
for 
the 
time he devotes to public duties. 
Those 
against 
the 
amendment 
contend 
that 
these 
inflation- 
plagued days are hardly the time to 
consider increasing the cost of 
government. 
Those for the proposal also argue 
that raising the salaries to $7,200 a 
year would attract many qualified 
persons who are unable presently 
to make the financial sacrifices 
necessary to seek a seat in the 
Texas Legislature, Opponents of 
the measure say that because of 
high campaign costs, those without 
substantial financial resources will 
be discouraged from running 
away, regardless of the higher 
salary. 
An argument for increasing the 
per diem allowance holds that the 
$12 a day authorized in 1960 is 
hopelessly out of date, and that $30 
a day is easily justified by today’s 
cost of living. 
Opponents argue, however, that 
the 
$30 
allow ance 
with 
no 
limitation on the number of days it 
can 
be 
paid—could result 
in 
slowing the legislative process, 
burdening the taxpayer with ever- 
higher government costs. 
There is little argument that 
legislators should get more than IO 
cents a mile for driving their cars 
to 
Austin. 
However, 
opponents 
contend that the proposed change 
(presently set at 16 cents a mile) 
could be abused because there is no 
limit set on the number of trips a 
legislator could make to and from 
the capital. 
We hope all Texas voters will 
take the tim e 
to 
fam iliarize 
themselves with these proposed 
amendments and 
express 
their 
opinions at the polls on April 22.
